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 With years of experience in government, private practice and teaching, 
Gregory Walden is a national authority in the aviation and government ethics 
spaces. Notably, Greg serves as aviation counsel for the Small UAV 
Coalition. He has participated in the three Task Groups established by the 
Subcommittee of the FAA Drone Advisory Committee (DAC) and in the 
Unmanned Aircraft Safety Team (UAST).  He served for two years as Chair 
of the Stakeholder Consultation Body to the Joint Authorities for 
Rulemaking on Unmanned Systems (JARUS).
